This state of affairs is, us 
we say, tolerated and very 
grudgingly at that, 


THERE is therefore a 
proposal, not new or very 
original, that must be 
considered, but less by 
Government than by 
individual house  oyners 
and fiat tenants. This is 
the provision of a simple 
corrugated iron tank ont- 
side the house supplied with 
rain water from roof 
gutterings—a system which 
has been found admirable, 
if not absolutely indispens- 
able, by country residents 


in places like Australia 
where, by virtue of their 
great distance from any 
communal water supply 
ayatem, they are forced to 
inatall such tanks for their 
daily water needs, It is a 
system which haa proved a 
complete success, If tho 
corrugated fron is obtain- 
able, doubtless such tanks 
could be made In Hongkong 
and installed individually 
in the case of housc-owners 


or communally in the case 
of flat tenants, As the 
Colony’s tap water is Invari- 
nbly boiled there would ‘be 
no apeclal dificultices 
entailed in making the tank 
water ‘drinkable, This {a no 
simple panacea to the vexed 
problem of. maintaining 
adequate water supply— 
cortaluly it deserves 
inveatigation and there may 
woll | be many problems 
encountered. in imiplo- 
menting auch an idea, But 
iti ts rensonable to supposo 
that {f thin Idea fs practic: 
''ablo the water. tank | s0 
common’ in the Australian 
byel mhy prove to bo as 
désirable .to’ Hongkong ‘as 
air-conditioners.

'|HOW TO TAKE CARE 


OF YOUR HAIR 


By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


Ce of the halr is 
essentially simple, but 
it haa been complicated by 
n good many notions. The 
sensible care of the hair is 
aided by an understanding 
of what hair Is and how it 


grows. 


Hair Is on outgrowth of the 
skin, Each halr originates in on 
organ called a hatr follicle, a 
well-lite tubo which opens on 
the skin surface. The hair 
grows from an elevation at the 
bottom known as a papilla. 
Halr {s a round or oval shaft of 
Ilfeless material, which grows 
slowly and = more or jess 
steadily, The ultimate length 
vartes In different individuals, 
In these days ft {ts seldom 
allowed to grow os Jong as in 
earlier days when many a 
waman could sit on her own 
hair. Hoir growth, os well os 
distinctive distribution, varies 
between the sexes; baldness Is 
as uncommon among women os 
it 1s common among men 


Since the hair shaft Is with- 
out life, there Is no need to 
“geal” It by singeing when It 1s 
cut. It contalns pigment de- 
posited during Its growth, and 
Is not subject to sudden 
changes such as “turning white 
over night.” Curliness depends 
on the cross scctlon of tho halr 
shaft; oval shafts make curly 
hair, round ones straight halr. 
Hair does not. grow faster when 
cut, nor docs cutting make it 
coarser, Neither docs shay- 
Ing; but short coarse ‘hair fecls 
more bristly than longer hair, 


Washing Methods 


Connected to the hair shaft 
tubs is a small muscle which 
makes the holr “stand up” 
under stress of emotion, and 
emptying into the tube is an 
oll gland. The ofl coats the 
halr og {t grows out, and serves 
to keep the halr from absorb- 
ing molsture, 


There is great debate about 
often hair should be 
shampooed. The answer is 
simple—when it needs it. There 
is no use trying to reduce this 
to a schedule, If hatr ls exposed 
to dirt, {it should be washed 
more often than if such ts not 
the case, Dry hair needs wash- 
ing Jess often than, olly hair, 
which tends to catch and hol 
dirt, Shampooing may be done 
either with a soap or o deter- 
gent. It ls best not to apply 
cake soap directly to the hair, 
because this is harder to rinse 
out. If o lather fs meade from 


on, “they also did aos little of 
that as possible. Thoy'd watt 
for the seeds to fall in tho 
ground by themselves, The 
result was that. every farmer 
grew tho strangest things, He'd 
grow wheat and oats and water- 
melon and cucumbers | and 
thistles ond persimons and 
pineapples and dandelions and 
strawberries and tiger lilles.

The use of tars, cggs, and 
oils of various kinds in con< 
nectlon with shampooing \s 
traditional, Tars are stimulating 
to the scalp; egg albumen may 
aid in dressing the hair;  olls 
have their obvious purpose, 
But these ore trimmings; the 
essential things are a good 
lather and a clean rinse. Add~ 
Ing lemon, peroxide or “tints” 
to the rinse havo no hygienic 
significance; providing the tint 
is not poisonous, 

Aside from cleanliness by 
shampooing, brushin; is im- 
portant for the heal of the 
hair. Regular and reasonably 


vigorous brushing acts as & 
gentle stimulus to the papila 
doep in the follicle, Improving 
tho blood supply and adds gloss 
by helping to distribute the 
oll evenly over the hair, 


Dyeing

oge, but the general impression

patient asked him what to do 
about white hair, “Admire it,"

Ray Dovey, Kent's medium 
offspin bowler, helped put his 
side back into the fight against 
Hampshire.

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Interesting Appeal | 
Case Brought By — 
The Crown 


Mr Justice J, Reynolds, Acting Puisne Judge, was asked in the 
Appeal Court this morning to decide whether the milling and grinding of 
rice in domestic premises constituted an “agricultural operation”. : 

The appeal before his Lordship was brought by the Crown against 
a decision of Mr I. T. Morris Kowloon Magistrate, who held that the pro- 
prietor of the Tong Foong Rice Refinery, of 6 Fa Yuen Street, ground 
floor, had no case to answer on a summons for allegedly using the pre- 
mises as a factory, contrary to section 7 of the Factories and Workshops

machine In the rear of the 


DEFINITION 
Submitting that the sald 
operation In the premises could 
not be termed an agricultural 
operation, Crown Counsel 
turned to the definition of 
agriculture in the Shorter 
Oxford Dictionary, Vol. 1, and 
sald that the ndtjom mene 
tloned “the eclenco dud art of 
cultivating the soil,,..” 

He submitted that ogriculture 
therefore must necessarily have 
to do directly with the culti- 
vation of {he Jand. But, as in 
the present case, when the rice 
is transported from o farm to 
domestic premises for grinding 
or milling, the process could 
not be called on  agricultura) 
operation. 

The grounds for the appral 
by the Crown were (1) that tha 
Magistrate misdirected himsolf 
in fact and in law by holding 
that the premiscs ‘were used in 
a@ manner that constituted an 
agricultural operation, and that 
(2) the. Magistrate misdirected 
himself in, fact and in law by 
holding that the use of the pre- 
mises did not constitute ao 
factory. . 

Mr ‘Chan told the Court that 
he would Ike to stress: the fact 
that the Magistrate found as a 
mattet of fact that the operation 
Involved ‘was an agricultural 
operation. He submitted that 
unless‘the Appeal Court was 
satlsficd that there wor no 
evidence which could possibly 
support this finding, the Magis- 
trate’s finding should not be 
disturbed, 

Mr Chan sald the Crown ad- 
mitted. that "there was no 
specific definition of agricultural 
operation in the Ordinance. 
Therefore it was up to the 
Magistrate, to form his own 
views on the’ facts.

LANDLORD SEEKS 
REVERSAL OF 
JUDGMENT 


An appeal involving shops built on a bombed 
site in Landale Street was brought before the Full 
Court comprising the Acting Chief Justice, Mr 
Justice T. J. Gould and Puisne Judge, Mr Justice 
J. R. Gregg, this morning. 


Appellant was the landlord, 


Ma Kam-chan, repre- 


sented by Mr Patrick Yu, instructed by Mr F. Zimmern. 
He asked that the decision of District Judge J. Wicks, who 
refused him possession of the premises, be reversed with 


costs. 


Respondents were the occt~ 
plers of the bulldings, Kal Nam 
of 1 Landale Street; Pang Chuen 
of § Landale Street, Kam Shing 
of 7 Landale Street, and Hop 
Shing of 13, 15 and 17 Landalo 
Strect, They were represented 
by Mr Brook Bernacchi, in- 
structed by Hastings and Co, 

In the District Court the 
landlord claimed possession on 
the ground that the shops were 
new premises and the tenancics 
had been ended by a month's 
notice in writing. His .claim 
was refused by Judge Wicks on 
April 8. 

The grounds of the appeal 
were that on the facts as found 
by Judge Wicks, the landlord 
was cntitied to judgment; that 
the Judge was wrong and mis- 
directed himself in holding that 
the premises were not excluded 
from_ the provisions of the 
Landlotd and Tenant Ordinance; 
ond that the Judge was wrong 
in holding that the premises 
wert not entirely new  bulld- 
ings within the meaning of the 
words “entirely new building” 
fn Section 3 (1) (a) of the 
Landlord and Tenant Ordinance, 

Opening his case, Mr Yu said 
that in the District Court hear- 
ing much was agretd between 
the parties cnd eventually the 
Judge was called upon to decid? 
only two issues 1, Tho plaintiff 
having served notice under the 
Landlord end Tenant O;dinance 
ond ected upon it, wos the 
plaintiff estop from dinying 
that the Ordinance ‘applied to 
the premises? 2. Aro the build- 
ings tntirely new  dudldings 
under Section 3 (1) (n) of the 
Londlond-qnt Tenant Ordinznce?
